3. All fuel deliveries in barrels 
must be a minimum of three (3) 
barrels per trip. 

Mead said the purpose of the 
above regulations is_ to eliminate 
all special deliveries, and under 
capacity delivery loads, which un- 
hecessarily consume vital alloted 
materials.

Celery shipments are expected. to 
accelerate during the next few 
weeks. Celery prices were unusudl- 
ly good: but are expected to take & 
arop coineident with heavy ship- 
ments’ expected. 

Cabbage also started to roli 
from the Glades this week with & 
totaY of 22 cars shipped. Very 
heavy shipments are expected dut- 
ing the next seven-day ` period, 
The price on cabbage was good fit 
$1.00. Heavy shipments of pöti: 
toes caused a decline in price With

total of 54fcars and 9 trucks of 
potatoes headed North this week.

Tire rationing in the Glades weht 
into effect last week a dealers 
were officially notifiéd that no new 
tires or tubes ‘are to. be sold until 
January: Sth. At that time it is 
expected that» the various local 
defense councils will take over the 
rationing system, According to 
present plans anyone wishing to’ 
purchase anew tire or tube. will 
bë required to appear before the 
defense council to obtain a permit, 
Dealers will not be permitted to 
sell tires without the permits, 

In Washington this week Price 
Administrator Leon Henderson ast 
Florida's January quota ‘as 4,063 
passenger ear and light truck tires. 
The allotment for truck and 
bus tires is- 7,840. ‘Just what fa- 
mount will be allotted ‘to counties 
in the Glades could not be ageer- 
tained, but it is understood! the 
quota is based primarily on the, 
commercial vehiclé registration in’ 
each area, 

In general restriction of sale af 
new tires will be limited to indi- 
viduals and agencies requiring 
them for the maintenance of indus- 
trial efficiency and civilian healto. 
Antiouncement is to be made short- 
ly as to those users who will -be 


soom as -rationing is put into ef- 
fect on new.tires, a similar control 
plan will-be put into effect onre- 
treaded tires. No. restrictions are
